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More senior citizens 
...but funds dwindle

* The well-known challenge ‘‘if they 
can get fundin,:’’ has become familiar to 
Boyne City s' . >-r citizens as they begin 
to focus on the dream of their own 
senior center. 


_ When the City Hall moved to new 
quarters on Lake Street, 


one of the 
rooms was turned over to senior 
citizens, but the number of participat- 
ing seniors has <rown, They now use 
the city auditorium in the same 
building. 

Boyne City sciior director Phyllis 
Tisron said Tuesday she served 69 
midday meals (10 were take-outs for 
shut-ins.) The centet serves’ at noon 
every Tuesday through Friday for 60 
-cents a meal. The rest of the $1.50 cost 
is subsidized. 

Ail these meals are catered from the 
East Jordan center and brought over to 

Boyne City. 

So with the increased activity, the 
Boyne City group, with its advisory 
board of three, has been looking for a 
location for a Boyne City-Boyne Falls 
center. a 

In Harbor Springs the solution, which 
was written up in several .national 
magazines and newspapers, was to 
“Make use of spare space in the high 
school. Not only did the seniors enter 
the premises, but they began enrolling 
in classes, some contributing expertise 
in the teaching process, as well. | 

‘Bob Doan, director of Harbor Springs 
Community Schools and Ed Schnell, 
retired businessman, both active in the 
project, believe the set-up is ideal for 
bridging the generations gap. 

Tisron said she liked that idea, but 
when the city offered them the 1'% acres 
north of city hall as a building site, they 
decided to begin collecting money to 
build a center there. 

Tisron explained that by law they had 
to have a barrier-free building. 
Remodeling in buildings they had 
looked at would have been too 
expensive. 

Litzenburger Place, the local senior 
apartment building, is getting a new 
wing through a Housing and Urban 
Development grant, but their lounge 
won’t be big enough and space litmita- 
tions wouldn't allow for a kitchen with 
all the strict equipment requirements 
that the state Area Agency on Aging 
imposes.

So, the seniors have a plan for a 
building to go on the city-owned site on 
the lakefront. They say it will hold some 
lakefront for future generations as well. 

The 50 x 125 ft. building would hold, 
besides the kitchen facilities, a crafts 
room, a crafts sales room, a cards room 
(to shut off the smokers!) dining 
room/auditorium, and office. Equipped 
and all for $150,000. Some hope of a 
museum is also held out. 

They plan to share it with the 
community for low fees. Lakeside 


Players. for example, could put on 


performances there, they say. 

Tisron’s count of Senior Identifica- 
tion cards issued was close to 700. Of 
these, 350 have come to the center in 
April alone. 

With this much evidence of support, 
the idea of their own center has been 
heating up since early in the winter, and 
about $3,000 has been collected for the 
building drive. 

However, one of the questions that 
crops up before the city commission is 
who will maintain it. 

Charlevoix County senior director 
Dorothy Pelton estimated a cost of 
$1,500 a month to take care of a center. 
Tisron said the city might help on 
maintenance. 

Right now Tisron works part-time, 
paid through a small grant from the 
Area Agency on Aging, Traverse City 
office. 

Her help is mainly volunteer. Some of 
the seniors volunteer along with others. 
Some help comes through Charlevoix 
County Social Services. They send 
people over to work out some of the 
money they are granted. -

East Jordan has a_ senior center. 
downtown with the Civic Center its’ 
immediate neighbor. It is actually the 
Charlevoix County Senior Center, 
located in East Jordan, and it, too, is a 
busy spot. 

Besides midday meals _ served 
Monday through Friday, Including 
meals sent Tuesday through Friday to 
Boyne City, the center, like those in 
Boyne City and Charlevoix, sponsors 
programs required by the Agency on 
Aging. 

Once a month a blood pressure 
checkup is offered in Boyne City and 
Charlevoix with volunteering nurses 
taking turns providing the service. In 
East Jordan, Bernie Hammond does it. 


Similarly nail-cutting assistance is | 


provided. 

Homestead exemption taxes are 
figured. 

If the bus service doesn’t fit in, 
transportation is offered for a trip to the 
family, the doctor, and so on. © 

A person over 60 can have a simple 
physical check-up. 

Some who still manage to take care of 
their homes should be ‘‘called’’ on, 
especially shut-ins. So Telephone Life- 
line makes sure they are all right. 

Pelton said they are looking for more 
folks to help make these calls. 

She had three CETA workers. The 
emphasis is “‘had. "’ But still one full- 
time worker from WIN program comes. 
Two women work threé hours a day, two 


for 20 hours a week, and there is one ' 


fulltime cook, Phyllis Legato, who turns 
out about 400 meals a week besides all 
the nutritious food sent to Boyne City. 

A busy schedule of speakers, crafts, 
trips, parties, and more attract senior 
citizens to these centers. 

Louise Pop, who started directing the 
program in Charlevoix in 1977, is, like 
Tisron, a part-time person—except 
what she adds on her own. 

* All three, Pop, Tisron, and Pelton 
brim over with interest in what they are 
doing. .

Employment—an agency for people 
over 55, similar in other respects’ to 
CETA.

Welcome to the National Mushroom 
_ Hunting Championship where all you 
- need to win is a paper bag and a swift 
eye. 

On Saturday, May 9, mushroom 
hunting contestants will depart from 
Boyne City Chamber of Commerce for 
the official secret hunting grounds in 
the preliminary round of the contest. 
Their goal—to pick and bag as many 
morel mushrooms as possible. 

And the mysterious morel will be 
thére. Local residents have already 
spotted them in their camouflaged 
surroundings, so the picking should be 
plentiful. 


According to Bud Bates, who has 
been involved in the contest for 12 
years, the only thing that is needed is 
warmer nights. ‘‘The moisture is there 
and if the weather is right there 
shouldn’t be a shortage of mush- 
rooms.”’ 

Bates, a member of the Boyne Valley 
Lions Club which is co-sponsoring the 
contest with the Chamber of Commerce, 
will be responsible for sees the 
hunting grounds. 

‘Finding a territory isn’t difficult but 
choosing a place where 200 people can 
park their cars can be a problem,”’ said 
Bates. 

Kate Schafer, Chamber executive 
director, expects the number of people 
participating this year will equal last 
year’s’ count. ‘Approximately 225 
people entered last year. The Chamber 
has received about 50 pre-registrations 
to date.”’ 

“These are the people who took 
advantage of the discounted entrant's 
fee,’’ said Schafer. 


Although the $3.50 entry fee was 
good only until May 1, Schafer is 
confident that more registrations will 
arrive by mail and that the $5 entry fee 
after May 1 will not discourage others 
interested in the contest. 

‘The bulk of the registrations come 
in the morning of the contest. It gets 
pretty wild in the Chamber office. Most 
of the interest has come from the Ohio 
area. An article about the Mushroom 
Hunting Championship appeared in the 
Dayton Journal Herald and it will also 
be featured in the Detroit News and 
Detroit Free Press,’’ Schafer said. 

The 22nd annual Mushroom Hunting 
Championship has also received publici- 
ty in the Michigan Travel Bureau 
calendar as well as the nationally 
publicized “‘‘Chase’s Calendar of 
Events’. 

John Trestrail, associate director of 
Western Michigan Poison Center in 
Grand Rapids, has entered this year’s 
hunt and will present a seminar 
concerning the proper identification of 


mushrooms after the contest. The slide 
show will be held at 3 p.m. on Saturday 
at the City Hall auditorium and it is free 
and open to the public. 

‘‘According to Trestrail, we are about 
one week ahead of schedule in terms of 
the appearance of mushrooms, but | 
don't know if we’ll have a year like 
1973,”’ said Schafer. 


In the record year of 773, local 
resident Stan Boris picked 953 morels in 
90 minutes. A light blanket of snow may 
have added to the successful hunt by 
providing a white backdrop for the black 
morels. 


“Although residents generally bag 
more mushrooms than the non-resident, 
I’ve seen some years when the non- 
resident wil! pick as many,’’ said Bates. 


‘‘Many of the local people will pick 
more because they’re usually experi- 
enced hunters and they want to win the 
prize money. A lot of the out of town 
contestants enter just for the thrill of 
it,’” added Schafer.

He enlightens 
me on structural aspects and [ help him 
since we both believe in a harmonious 
look. *" 

Both the interior and exterior archi- 
tectural design of a Cheyboygan resi- 
dence was recently featured itn a special 
home supplement to the Detroit Free 
Press. The combined talents that made 
the home worthy of front page at- 
tention were those of Mason and 
Begrow. 

‘*‘My own home is mostly tradi- 
tional,"’ says Mason. ‘'However, much 
of what 1 do is for condominium owners 
and they want a contemporary look. It 
works well with the limited space of a 
condo since the lines are simple and the 
fabrics sturdy." 

The Mason design studio includes 
everything from baskets to a French 
writing desk, yet there is a common 
element of quality and purity of style.
